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the Massacres tn Asia Minor,

HE reports which came to this country lasi 
autumn, and during the past winter, with 
regard to the massacres in Asia Minor, were 

almost incredible, 
but the testimony © 
of European con- * 
suls and others who 
have been on the 
ground fully con- 
firm the first re- 
ports. There may 
have been some 
overestimates of 
the numbers killed, 
but all the evidence 
goes to establish 
the fact that at — 
least 50,000 peace- 


able, law-abiding 
Christians have 
been massacred 


without the least 
provocation on 
their part and with 
scarcely any at- 
tempt at self-de- 
fense. 

Two years ago 
occurred what ig 
called the Sassoon 
massacre. This was 
confined to a small 
district between the 
cities of Bitlis and 
Moosh. False re- 
ports by Turkish 
officials of rebellion 
among the Armeni- 
ans caused the cen- 
tral government to 
issue orders’ for 
troops to hasten to that district to suppress the 
pretended rebellion. There was no _ possible 


pretext for the wholesale slaughter and de- 


struction of thirty five villages, which followed, 
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except the efforts of some of the poor people to 
protect themselves from the Koords who came to 
plunder their sheep and cattle. 

The atrocities of that massacre were revealed by 
the European members of a commission which sat 
at Moosh for several months. They are horrible, 
almost incredible, and are scarcely paralleled by the 
most fiendish cruelties of the darkest ages. Young 
men and old men 
were hunted and 
shot down like wild 
beasts, numbers 
were burned or 
buried alive. Chris- 
tlan women were 
abused ard dishon- 
ored and then mur- 
dered. Young brides 
and maidens of 
murdered husbands 
and parents were 
abused and carried 
captives to the ha- 
rems of Turks and 
Koords. It is as- 
serted that many 
women have com- 
mitted suicide in 
despair of escaping 
a fate worse than 
death. There are 
still more horrible 
details which we 
forbear putting on 
the printed page, 
and which would 
surely be regarded 
a8 gYToss exarrera- 
tions, except that 
they have been con- 
firmed by the un- 
deniable testimony 
of those on the 
ground who have 
carefully investi- 
gated the facts. 
This Sassoon massacre has been most truly char- 


acterized as ‘‘a dance of devils and a carnival of 


hell.” 


After the investigations with regard to this 
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massacre, France, England and Russia drew up a 


scheme of reforms for the six provinces where 


large numbers of Armenians are found. This was 
presented to the Sultan in May, 1895. The Turkish 
government thought it all unnecessary and made 
objection to some parts of it. After four months 
of delay the document was unwillingly signed by 
the Sultan. No sooner was this document signed 
than disturbances commenced in every one of the 
six provinces of Eastern Turkey. Reports have 
been industriously sent out from Constantinople 
toat all these troubles were caused by Armenian 
agitators aided and abetted by American mission- 
aries, whose schools are represented as hotbeds of 
sedition, But it now appears from undeniable 
testimony that these reports almost without ex- 
ception are absolutely false. A few hot headed 


young men have advocated revolution, but the 
mas3s of the nation, sensible and peace loving, have 
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ernment to cover up their nefarious designs are of 
no avail. The evidence is overwhelming that the 
Sultan and his subordinates are the responsible 
authors of these diabolical outrages. The duplicity 
and treachery of government officials, civil and 
military, is almost incredible, one day promising 
protection in the most solemn manner and the 
next day directing and urging on the marauding 
crowd to attack peaceable men, women, and chil- 
dren, murdering, plundering and burning. The 
details of these atrocities would fill volumes. Some 
of them have been published to the world, many 
will never be known and some are too shocking to 
be described in print. For fuller information the 
reader is referred to ‘‘The Armenian Crisis’’ and 
‘‘Armenian Massacres” by Rev. F. D. Greene and 
several pamphlets published by Revell & Co. 

The record of the past two years in Turkey will 
be a black page in her history. Perhaps there will 





not favored them, and the American missionaries 
have uniformally deprecated agitation and coun 
seled obedience to the existing government. 

Cooking at all the testimony given by those who 
certainly koew the facts, there appears to be no 
rea) reason for the massacres of 1894-5 except that 
they were authorized by the Turkish government 
and by the Sultan himself. The marauders them- 
selves gave as their sole excuse for their deeds that 
they were authoriz3d to kill the Christians and 
plunder or burn their property. The massacres of 
1895-6 have been almost wholly confined to the six 
provinces of Eastern Turkey. This territory has 
been devastated from one end to the other. Scarce- 
ly acity, town or village, where Christians lived, 
has escaped this awful calamity. The reform 
s:heme was no sooner signed than the disturbances 
began and were carried out, under the directions 
of Turkish offizials, according to the preconcerted 
plan.

tian houses were burned. In the region of Van 
probably forty villages have been plundered and 
large numbers of the people killed. Turkish de- 
spatches represent the country as quiet. Yes, 
there is silence, the silence of death, and those who 
survive are quiet from fear of death. 

The ruling power in Turkey planned and intended 
that these fiendish atrocities should be the finishing 


stroke, a fatal blow to Christianity in that land. 


Doubtless the devotees of Islam already stand 
aghast at the power of Christian faith which could 
withstand such an onelaught. The blow which 
was to blot out Christianity from the land will re- 
bound against Islamism with ten-fold force, while 
Christianity like ‘‘ Truth crushed to earth, will rise 
again” with new life and greater power. 

A new and glorious legacy has been added to the 
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Church of God in the death of thousands of Chris- 
tians who have suffered tortures and death rather 
than deny their faith in Christ. | 

But the contest is not ended. It is between Is 
lamism and Christianity, the crescent against the 
cross. But though the waves of Mohammedan 
fanaticism rise and swell and dash against the 
cross, that cross stands and will stand, for it is 
founded on the ‘‘ Rock of Ages.”

If in America the Church should be translated, 
the Bible destroyed and forgotten, every remem- 
brance of God the Father, Jesus and His salvation, 
and the Holy Spirit the Comforter, should fade 
from the memory of the people—-everything de- 
stroyed in our land that has come through the 
knowledge of God and His Word, and the people 
given over to worship demons for centuries until 
the conditions produced the inevitable results, we 
would then have a picture of the darkness of 
Africa. 

But this is by no means the chief incentive for 
mission work in this dark land. We hold up asa 
far higher incentive loving, loyal obedience to our 
Lord’s last command—‘‘Go ye into all the world, 
and preach the gospel to every creature.”

Then the commander 
sent a small body of troops down a valley running 
parallel with the wood. Soon they came back fly- 
ing before the enemy. The young officer watched 
a moment. Soon it became too much for him. He 
ordered the heavy guns turned on the advancing 
enemy. The commander reached the spot just in 
time to have the guns again turned to meet the 
terrible charge of the ambush frem the wood.

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When the battle was over, the young officer was 
called and stripped of his uniform, and as they 
were taking his sword, the commander said, “‘Go 
home and learn that the first duty of a soldier is 
to obey.” 

Our Captain has given the order clear and dis- 
tinct—‘‘Go ye. ... all the world . . every 
We are not 
to be concerned with results; we are not called 
to number converts, but to witness to “every 
creature,” and when the gospel of the kingdom is 
preached for a witness to every nation, the Captain 
Himself shall Jead the armies of heaven on white 
horses. 

But so many say that ‘‘God has hedged up my 
way.” Dear friends, God has given His Son for 
this generation of lost souls, He has given His 
Spirit for this generation. Has given to this gener- 
ation of Christians their own generation to evan 
gelize. For the past hundred years He has been 
opening doors for the church to enter. How then 
is if that He is “‘ hedging up the way ” for so many 
while the work is yet unfinished? No, no, God is 


not ‘‘hedging up the way,” but permitting the 


devil to hinder, to test and try us. 

If through faith and prayer we surmount the 
difficulties and obstacles we are ready for the field. 
If we fail, He knows we would be of no use there 
anyway. The hindrances are never greater than 
are necessary for our training. 

When Stephen was stoned, and James beheaded, 
and Paul and Peter imprisoned, it was not an in- 
dication that the way was hedged up, but through 
their prison bars they comfort the church with the 
thought that it has so happened for the ‘‘ further- 
ance of the gospel.” It was their constant reply, 
‘We must obey God rather than man.” God’s 
open doors are peculiarly constructed. They are 
wide enough to admit the whwle church, but only 
high enough to admit us on our knees. Many say 
they are not called. Fellow Christian, if the awful

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to melt and sweep away under the X-rays of the 
Divine illumination.

The Dispensation of the Times of Redemption. 
BY REV. D. W. KERR. 


There are four words in the New Testament 
which reveal to us the successive steps in the un- 
folding of God's eternal purpose in the redemption 
of the world. : 

First, the word age—Greek, aion—means simply 
duration, finite or infinite. 

Second, dispensation—-Greek, otkonomia—signi- 
fies the management or administration of any one’s 


‘affairs. 


Third, time—Greek, chronos—means time in itg 
simple abstract form measured as we measure it, 
by the succession of events, — 


Fourth, season--Greek, kazros—that is, a point 


or period of time, a proper season, a fixed time. 

The relation of these words may be stated briefly 
somewhat as follows: An age is a period of limited 
duration in which God administers His govern- 
mental affairs, and dispenses blessings according to 
the ground plan for that particular age. 

A time—chronos—lies within the compass of an 
age—aton—dividing it into epochs. The point of 
time at which converging lines of prophetic truth 
meet is called a season—kairos—or the proper sea- 
son for the dispensation—otkonomia—of truth not 
due before. ‘* Who then is a wise and faithful 
servant, whom his lord hath made ruler over his 
household, to give them meat in due season?” 
Matt. xxiv. 45. These points of time in their suc- 
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cession constitute the history of God’s dealings 
with man for that age. 

The history of redemption both actual and pro- 
phetic, as recorded in Scripture, is by some divided 
into seven distinct ages, their beginnings and end- 
ings overlapping each other. 

There are decisive events which mark the abrupt 
transition out of one age into another. 

The following outline of the seven dispensations 
and their seasons of transition, are approximately 
correct, and may help some student of prophecy to 
further study and clearer light. 

The first age, called the age of innocency, ex- 
tends from the creation of man to the fall. It has 
its basis in the eternal purpose of Jehovah, Eph. i. 
4,5, 11, as a ground plan for the better innocency 
we now have in Jesus Christ by faith. This age 
closed in judgment; man being expelled from the 


Garden of Eden. 


The second age, called the age of conscience, be- © 


gan in Eden before man was expelled from Eden, 
and is grounded on the expitatory sacrifice offered 
by Jehovah, Gen. iii, 15, 21. This age closed in 
judgment upon the world by the flood. 

Tne third age opened by a renewal of Jehovah’s 
covenant with man in Noah’s burnt offering, Gen. 
viii. 20, 21, and a command to repeople the earth. 
The command was ignored, and the age of self 
government ended in failure and judgment; the 
confusion of tongues at Babel. 


The call of Abraham out of Ur of the Chaldees, 


opened the fourth age, called the age of promise, 


Gen. xii. 3. It closed in the judgment upon the 


first born of Exypt and the land. 

The fifth or legal age, began in the sacrifice of 
the Passover Lamb in Egypt. It ended in failure 
and judgment. ‘‘ The iniquity of us all were made 
to meet on the Lamb of God that taketh away the 
ain of the world.” Isa. liti. 6: John i. 29. 

The sixth age, or dispensation of the Holy Spirit, 
began with the resurrection of Christ from the 
dead and the presentation of His propitiatory blood 
as High Priest in the presence of God for the sins 
of the whole world. I. Jno. ii.2. Prophecy points 
to the closing of the present age in the judgment 
of the great tribulation, and destruction of the An- 
tichrist, by the revelation of our absent Lord in 
flaming fire. IT, Thess.i 8. 

The seventh or sabbatic age opens in the mar- 
riage supper of the Lamb. Rev. xix. 9, and closes 
after a thousand years in the judgment of the 
great white throne. Here ends the first cycle of 
ages. A new cycle opens, beginning with the new 
heavens and the new earth, there being no more 
judgment, because no more sin; no more death, 
pecause no more curse ; but God will be all in all,” 
I. Cor. xv. 28. 

We have observed as we passed over the history 
of redemption the following facts: Each dispens- 
ation opens in blessing, and closes in judgment. 
Gen. 1. 28; m1. 24. The book of Genesis gives us 
the seed plot for the whole cycle of ages. Second, 


‘‘In the midst of wrath God remembers mercy,” 
Hab ii. 2. Third, we are justified in the con- 
clusion that, as the past dispensations ended in 
judgment, so will the present. 

The different dispensationg may be each divided 
into four great epochs, showing the four stages in 
the moral development ot the human race in each 
age. These epochs are: first--—-light, second—declen- 
sion, third—-apostacy, fourth—judgment. They 
find their corresponding periods in nature—spring, | 
summer, autumn and winter; also in the life of 


-man~—infancy, adult period, time of manhood and 


the period of old age. In each dispensation there — 
is a season for sowing the seed of truth, a season 
of growth and maturing, a season for harvesting, 
and a season for threshing and garnering. 

Scripture abounds in types, and expressions, il- 
lustrating these epochs of the moral development 
of man, from the beginning to the end of each 
dispensation. 

Scripture further reveals the fact that in the 
present dispensation the children of light are hid, 
while the children of darkness are revealed. That 
in the coming age the children of darkness are 
hid, while the children of light are manifest. 

God’s purpose for this dispensation is to “‘ gather 
out a people for the name of Christ.” Acts xv. 14- 
17, through the preaching of the gospel in all the 
world. oe 

May our ‘‘eyes be anointed with eyesalve,” that 
we may see the Captain of our salvation, as He ad- 
vances through the clouds and darkness of unbe- 
lief and scepticism, to the consummation of this 
age; that we may hear His voice amid the din and 
clatter of arms, among the rulers of the darkness 
of this world, preparing for the battle of the great 
day. 

May we fully understand that our only business, 
in the present age, is to administer as faithful 
stewards, the blessings of the gospel to all the na- 
tions, to give the meat of truth that is now due to 
the hungry and starving millions, beginning at 
Jerusalem, and Judea, and Samaria, and unto the 
uttermost parts of the earth.

Falth Transformed; Or the Falth of God.

The apostle Jude, tells us in his epistle, verse 3, 
to contend earnestly for the faith, (original) once © 
for all delivered to the saints. This exhortation is 
put over against the working of evil men who 
deny the fundamental principle of salvation 
(through the blood, the death and resurrection of 
Christ) denying the Lord God and the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

Faith delivered is not faith worked up, not our 
faith, but faith received. II. Pet. i. 1. It is de- 
livered once for all to us who believe, therefore for 
all to receive as salvation is received or taken from 


Him who gives it freely. Peter tells us,—obtained 
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through the righteousness of Goa. The direct in- 


ference here is, that if we live righteous, the faith 


of God is given or wrought into us. 

Now the above exhortation does not mean any 
special place or line of faith, but as we receive 
everything from God through faith, the call goes 
out to contend for the true Christ-life in the midst 
of a declining church, and holding the standard of 
life and service as high as God puts it, over against 
the many compromising teachers of the truth, and 
over against the compromising ways and means in 


. the church to come on God’s work. Contend for, 


testify te, live in all love and patience the faith 
of God delivered unto you. As we exercise the 
God-given faith, we grow in power with God and 
men, Rom.i.17. From faith unto faith. This is 
not so much the gift of faith for this or that, but 
the exercising of the once for all delivered faith, on 
any or all lines or places of Christian life and ser 
vice, and so, as we rise from glory unto glory, as 
the veil drops from our eyes by the Holy Spirit, IT. 
Cor. iii. 18, so we rise from faith unto faith, on and 
out, and up claiming, receiving, living Christ, and 
doing the works of Christ in an unbelieving church 
and world. 

Christians exercise faith toa certain extent with- 
out the faith of God, so dees the world, but it is 
simply on natural lines, and will not stand tests, 
and go through hard places. Our faith must be 
transformed into His faith, just as our love must 
be transformed into His love. People love natu- 
rally, but how soon it can change into hatred, or 
leak out; but if Divine love is planted in our hearts, 
we can love on through everything even as He 
loves us. Love can believe through everything in 
the faith of God. People sometimes say, It is easy 
for me to believe, I naturally am of a trustful dis- 
position. Well, that may be so, but unless you ex- 
change your faith for the faith of God, you will be 
digappointed, for your faith will not hold out when 
the test comes. Others say, Lt is so hard for me to 
believe. Well, give it up, and receive the faith of 
God delivered unto ycu, take the exchange, and 
you will stand as He stood, and believe as He be- 
lieved. Dear ones, our natural love, our amiable 
disposition, and outward, peaceful, and trustful 
life, won’t count at all, it must be transformed or 
heaven-born™ into His Divine love, His meekness, 
gentieness, into His faith delivered unto us, then 
will we glorify God in believing. Heb. xii. 2, 
Looking off unto Jesus the Author and Finisher 
(not our faith), but of faith, (His faith in us). Look 
off from everybody and everything, look on to 
Him, keep looking until the race is ended, and 
the faith turned into the glorious vision of Him- 
galf. - 

Now, friends, do you see and understand. Faith 
delivered once for all to you by Him. From faith 


unto faith transformed, looking unto Jesus the 


Author and Perfecter of faith. Having taken the 
faith of God, Mark xi. 22, you can now say with 
Paul, Gal. ti, that which I now live, I live in the 


faith of the Son of God, who loved me, and 
gave Himself (in all His fullness) for me. Halle 
lujah! 
THE CHILDREN’s MEETINGS were held at 8.30 A.M. 
and 1.30 P.M. 

At 8.30 in the morning about seventy-five little 
folks gathered each day in the Tabernacle to wor- 
ship and sing their songs of praise to Him who 
said, ‘‘ Suffer little children to come unto Me, and 
forbid them not, for of such is the kingdom of 
heaven.” : 

The meetings were in charge of Mrs. Thompson, 
and during Dr. Wilson’s stay at the grounds were © 
often addressed by him to the great delight of the 
little ones.

embrace. | 

The next child was not so confident, and when he 
reached the top turned around, and came slowly 
down. The lesson was so plain and beautiful that — 
the children clearly saw its meaning. 

Perhaps the most interesting of all their meet- 
ings was the one at which the missionary jugs 
given them a year ago were opened. As each jug 
was broken, the owner told how he had come in 
possession of his pennies. The first was a little 
orphan lad who had been raised by a kind family 


‘in Cleveland. He had earned every penny by run- 


ning errands, carrying loads and doing other little 
things, and more than that had asked his Lord to 
bless every one, and to let it do some good. One 
littie girl had earned hers by ’tending baby, wash- 
ing dishes and running errands. It took nearly 
the entire afternoon to open the jugs, and tell how 
the money had been gained, The children’s col- 
lection amounted to fully thirty dollars. 

There was a little African who had accompanied — 
Mr. Francis from the Soudan, around whom the 
children were very fond of gathering. One morn. 
ing he spoke to them, telling them how quickly 
one little girl in his school learned Bible verses, and 


how the older boys teach the little ones to read and 


to love Jesus, and not fight. ‘‘ We are all broth- 
erss,” said he, “‘ because we are all children of one 
Father. We must try to lead them from the dark. 
ness and let them see the light that we see.” 
He ended by teaching these little Americans a

This familiar expression occurs in these verses, 
but its very familiarity is often the reason fol pass- 
ing it by without entering into its real beauty and 
meaning. Very frequently when we disrobe the 
body of an old-time and oft-used phrase and re- 
clothe it in some more modern garb, it lends a 
beauty and freshness which strikes the mind with 
greater force and effect. | 

Some time ago I heard a new rendering of this 
phrase which left its impression indelibly upon my 
heart, viz , “Buying up the opportunities.” Some 
months ago one of our dear missionaries in Central 
China was so impressed with the thought of utiliz- 
ing every moment to its utmost that he printed 
these words upon the face of his watch: ‘‘ Redeem- 
ing the time.” ‘This one thing Ido.” The Spirit 
brought the lesson home to my heart and I did like- 
wise, with much blessing asa result. But it is not 
enough to have it written on the face of the watch, 
or upon some beautiful wall motto, but rather we 
must take the blessed Spirit to inscribe it with 
Hig own hand upon the fleshly tablets of our 
hearts. 

There is one channel of waste, common among 
young people, through which the precious, price- 
less moments pass so quickly—“‘ Foolish convers- 
ation and jesting, which are not convenient,” Eph. 
v.4. How many opportunities for Bible study or 
communion with the dear Lord, or, perhaps, writ- 
ing a cheering letter to some isolated one on the 
mission field or some needy friend at home, pags by 
unredeemed, because we are so busily engaged in 
some idle chit chat or jesting, ‘“‘ which are not con- 
venient.” Many precious hours are literally thrown 
away in light social conversation—‘‘ harmless (?) 
gossip,” as it is often styled—which, while not 
alarmingly sinful, has, nevertheless, kept us from 
more profitably employing the fleeting moments 
of time, weighted with such golden opportunities 
and corresponding deep responsibilities. 

O, the unredeemed opportunities of the past! In 
speaking thus of conversation, dear young friend, 


I don’t mean that you are to become ascetic or. 


sanctimonious, but if you will only let Him speak 
to your heart, He will teach you what is the golden 
path, and how to walk in it. ‘‘ Let your speech 
be always with grace, seasoned with salt,” and 
may our conversation, dear ones, be of this whole- 
some kind, properly seasoned and suited to those 
with whom we meet in our daily walks aud talks. 


In these days many are asking God for the perfect: 
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healing of their eyes, ears, and variousother mem- 
bers. Shall we not ask Him to perfectly heal our 
tongues that they be not used for any evil purpose, 
but that the Holy Spirit may so control them that 
we shall not speak unadvisedly nor unjustly ?

A touching instance of God’s grace and power 
was shown in the release of. a poor little high caste 
India widow from her life of bondage and cruelty. 

She was thirteen years of age, and as is the cus- 
tom, could only wear one coarse garment, had a 
shaven head, lived on but one meal a day, with 
frequent fast days, did the work for twelve in the 
family, bringing water in large earthen jars from 
a well twenty times aday on her head, was con- 
stantly abused and cursed, after the death of her 
husband; was beaten, and bruised, and branded 
with hot iron, until her body was one mags of scars 
and sores. In some way she had heard of a Chris- 
tian home where these suffering little widows were 
taken and treated in the most loving, gentle man- 
ner, their wants tenderly supplied, and they en. 
abled to study and fit themselves for useful- 
ness. . | 

She managed to send word to these dear people 
that she greatly desired to escape from her life of 
bitter suffering, and come to them, and as both her 
own and her husband’s parents were dead, and no 
one had a Jegal claim upon her, effort was made to 
remove her to this Christian home. She met alady 
at an appointed place, and she disguised herself by 
a different style of dress, having her face entirely 
covered. It was necessary for them to take the 
train at a station near by, and before train time 
she had been missed, and men sent "to search her 
out. They came to this station and ‘examined every 
woman and girl there, a man lifting “the cloth from 
her head, and holding a lighted lantern%square in 
her face; but the Lord somehow blinded his per- 
ceptive faculties so that he said, ‘‘This is not the 
girl we are looking for,” and she was taken away 
in safety, and is doing beautifully in her new*home, 
I met her last fall, and she‘had ‘such fa S bright, 
happy face, and was progressing well in her 
studies. 

Of the nearly twenty-three million ‘widows in 
India, at least two hundred _and ‘eighty one *thous- 


and four hundred are under fifteen“years of age. 


Shall we not, dear ones, earnestly ask God to re- 


move the cruel bondage that rests upon them, and 
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bring them into the glorious liberty of the gospel 
of Christ ?

the time when the blood of Jesus would flow for 
us. The prophets were all advertising agents of 
the merchandise of heaven, that was coming to the 
world. | 

You see the little caterpillar, it is grovelling be- 
low. Look at the butterfly. Which will you be? 
There are many who are grovelling here below. 
We want another kind of life. 

Water cleanses. Once in a photographer’s, I 
asked him to let me go into the dark room and see 
how the photograph was developed. The photog- 
rapher took me into the dark room, and the only

light in that room was a shaded red light. After 


he had taken the plate upon which the photograph 
was printed, he dipped it into two or three acids. 
Then he showed it to me, and I said, ‘‘ Why, my 
coat is white, and my face as black asa coal. That 
never will be a good photograph.” The photogra- 
pher laughed, and said, ‘‘That is the developing 
process, and when it all comes out, instead of your 
coat being white, it will be black, and your face 
will be as white as it is really.” That showed me 
a deep lesson in our spiritual life. After we become 
Christians, we see ourselves black, and then the 
Lord has to take us into the dark room. Some. 
times it is very dark, and as we see our faces black, 
He telis us, ‘‘ That is the searching of the Holy 
Ghost.”” And as our faces are so black, so much 
whiter they will become. If Heis turning the acid 
on, dear friends, don’t be afraid. He will bring it 
all out right at the end. And if we try to turn on 
any of the natural outdoor light of our own reason- 


ings, the photograph will be forever spoiled. He 


wants to keep us in the dark, with only the shaded 
rays of the Holy Spirit. 

Water is for fruitfulness. You must be watered 
before you can grow. And this is the only way tu 
be useful, to have the Holy Ghost as water in your 
soul. 

We see again that there is advertised wine. This 
is the merry and glad part of religion. We are to 
serve the Lord with gladness. The joy of the Lord 
is to be our strength. There isa depth of joy in 
which nothing can move us, and everything is joy, 
because it is God. We are no more creatures of 
circumstances. The joy of the Lord lifts us above 
everything. It is ail in the tone in which you say 
things. In the Chinese language one word may 
mean three or four different things, according to 
the tone in which you say it. And so when we tes- 
tify, how the tone changes all our testimony. If 


_we can tell of our trials with exceeding joyfulness, 


the Lord is glorified. 

Again, we read of milk. Thisis the Word of God. 
It nourishes, it strengthens, it upholds. 

Once, when on the borders of Canada, as I was 
preaching in the backwoods, we had to go on a 
raft through the narrows into the river. And just 
before we got to the rapids, we had to take a pilot 
on board, throwing a rope from our raft to the 
land, by which the men on the raft would steer 
our raft ashore and get the pilot, and then we 
would go through the dizzy, whirling waters. On 
this particular time we threw the rope, and the 
men op the shore failed to catch it, and when I, 
the parson, as they called me, and the four men on 
board the raft, saw that the men had missed the 
rope, we knew we had to go through those whiri- 
ing rapids without any pilot. The raft is made of 
four or five upright sticks, and all the logs firmly 
bound together. One of the men turned to me and 
said, ‘‘ Parson, do you see this upright pole. You 
have got to hang on to that for dear life, and if 


that holds, you may know that theraft isnot going _ 
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to pieces.” At times the raft was sunk in three or 
four feet of water underneath the boiling, turbulent 
waves. And so we went through the rapids, first 
bounding to one side, and then bumping to the 
other, and I clinging, clinging to that little up- 
right piece. Ob, how it made me think of the Word 
of God in times of peril! Clinging close to God, 
and the word strong, taking us through every 
whirl of life, bringing us safely into the haven at 
last. 

This blessed Holy Spirit and these advertisements 
are to be read by one class of people, and those are 
the thirsty ones. Are you thirsty? Then this is 
for you. Come to the waters and drink.

‘‘Many dear ones who begin to.see their privi- 
leges in the atonement of Jesus for their bodies, lay 
aside their giasses before they have the faith to 
stand the test, and after a trial put them on again. 
Better wait about taking them off until Jesus 
speaks to your heart todo so, and then you can 
stand the test, for God does try His dear people, 
and it is by means of these very tests that our 
strength increases, if we stand them. The pre- 
cious blood and life of Jesus covers all. Some are 
so perplexed about the will of God in the matter of 
trusting Him for health, but never think whether 
it is God’s will or not when they pay out the Lord’s 
money (for they say they are all the Lord’s, and 
all they have is His) for poisonous drugs, and say 
they ask God to bless them. God has never told us 
to take medicine and ask Him to bless it, neither 
have I been able to find in God’s Word that He 
aver recommended medicine or made any. 

He says herbs are for food or meat for man or 
beast. Jesus declared that He Himself took our 
infirmities and bare our sicknesses. 

What about broken bones, you say? God who 
made the bones knows much better how to bring 
them to place and heal them than man, if you have 
faith to trust Him to do 80. Ii believe it is better as 
members of His body to claim His keeping power 
that, ‘‘ not one of His bones shall be broken.” <A 


dear family in Grand Rapids, Mich., have all come 


into the faith of the four-fold gospel. The baby 
only three years old crushed his finger, and the 
first thing cried, ‘Mamma pay, mamma pay.’

God’s Provision for the Body.

The message the Lord gives me this afternoon is. 


for the sick ones in this large congregation who are 
seeking help and health. 

Man has always fatally blundered in trying to 
extricate himself from the meshes and mire of gin. 
Along with the “ knowledge of good and evil” came 
the lack of true knowledge that leads to and ends 
in God. He says, ‘My people are destroyed for 
lack of knowledge,” Hos. iv. 6. 

The fail and the consequent sinful state of man, 


is the origin of sickness and death. ‘‘The day that | 
thou eatest thereof, dying thou shalt die. ‘ _ Gen. 
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ii. 17, margin. Moral and physical disturbance, 
decay and death began when the serpent struck his 
poisonous fangs into the keepers of Eden. 

How then shall we meet and counteract the de- 
structive forces set in motion in our being by a su- 
pernatural enemy with natural appliances? We 
may play at it and partially stay the ravages of dis- 
ease with human remedies, but the only effective 
way is to become attached to the Supernatural 
One, by the law of the spirit of life. Satan added 
a negative, ‘‘Ye shall not surely die, which intro- 
duced sin; he adds a prefix to ease, and we have 
dis-ease. 

‘But God” has made abundant provision for all 
the effects of sin. 

1. By accepting the will of God, Eph. v. 17; Matt. 
vili. 2,3. ‘If Thou wilt,” is immediately answered 
by Him who spoke with authority, ‘1 wm.” 

It is quite the custom to pray, ‘‘ Lord, if it be Thy 
will, heal this sick one” He answers us: ‘‘ Be not 
unwise, but understanding what the will of the 
Lord is.” A prayer with an ‘‘if,” when God’s will 
- is revealed, has little power with Him. 

2. The Word of God. It covers every need; a 
promise, a powerful panacea for every ill. ‘‘He 
is faithful that promised.” His word is settled for- 
ever in heaven. How clear and explicit are the 
promises for the body. Search the Word, dear sick 
one, and build a sure foundation for your faith. 
I would not dare to claim healing for the body, if 
His Word was not a warrantee deed for it. 

3. The blood of HisSon. Take I. Pet. ii. 24, and 
Matt. viii. 17, as representing the two strong arms 
of our Substitute gathering up and bearing away 
our sins and sicknesses. Turn to Isa. liii. 4, more 
literally translated, ‘‘ surely (or ‘‘ Amen”) He hath 
borne our sicknesses and carried our pains.” The 
word ‘‘ borne ” is the same as “‘ bare” in verse 12, 
and ‘‘carried,” same as ‘‘ bear” in verse 11. Hence 
we have gubstitutionary suffering for sin and sick- 
ness the same. 

Wonderful provision! Complete salvation! Praise 
the Lord! 

4. Through faith. “The faith of God,” Mark 
x1. 22, margin. Also Rom. 111. 3, 26; Gal. ii. 20 and 
others. Healing cannot be received without con- 
victim by the Spirit, and with the conviction 
comes faith, a fruit of the Spirit. Gal. v. 22, the 
living germ, “‘the word of faith.” Rom. x. 8. 

5. Healing jhrough the Spirit. Rom. vili. 11. 
‘‘Mortal” means dying, or subject to death, the 
penalty of Gen. 11. 17. 

6, Obedience to His command. James v. 14, 15. 
And don’t overlook the confession, which may be 
the root of the whole trouble. Then “the prayer 
of faith shall save the sick ” 

7. Union with Christ. Eph. v. 30; IL. Cor. iv. 
10, 11. Just ag the sin-question is’ settled (Rom. 
vi. 11) so sickness. ‘‘ Reckon,” the old body with 
all its diseases, as well as the ‘‘ old man with all 
his deeds,” ‘‘to be dead indeed” and by the same 


_ process, ‘‘alive uuto God,” that the life also of

SABBATH, AUG. 23. 


The morning service was led by Messrs. Funk, 
Myland and Lelacheur, who all spoke on missions. 
The annual missionary sermon was preached by 
Mr. Simpson on the miracle of the ‘‘ Feeding of the 
Five Thousand.” | 

Mr, Lelacheur followed with a brief address after 
which an offering of about $10,000 was freely made 
for the missionary work of the year. 

The farewell meeting was held at 7.30 P. M. | 
when addresses were given by Dean Peck and Migs 
Shepard, and brief parting messages followed from 
all the workers. 

It was announced that the next Annual Conven- 
tion would be held D. V. at Beulah Park, and that 
a syndicate of business men intended to erect a 
commodious new tabernacle and make other im 
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THE LAST DAys of the Beulah Park Convention 
were chiefly devoted to the great missionary cause. 
On the closing Sabbath, Aug. 23, the missionary 
offering aggregated ten thousand dollars. This was 
considered an excellent collection when it is remem- 
bered that this year, the entire contribution of the 
Pennsylvania Alliance, amounting as it did at Har- 
risburg to nine thousand dollars, was withdrawn 
from the Ohio offering, while last year it was com- 
bined with it. 

The closing services were deeply interesting and 
the work in Ohio was thoroughly reorganized in 
accordance with the proposed changes in the nation- 
al work. Mr. O. M Brown still remains President 
of the Ohio Alliance, but Mr. Myland of Cleveland, 
has been appointed Superintendent of the State 
work, and the office of Superintendent carried with 
ij under the new regime the chief executive re- 
sponsibility for the State work. 

A syudicate was organized for the purpose of 
building a new tabernacle, and making other im- 
portant improvements in the ground, and it is 
hoped that next year Beulah Park will be in a 
much more attractive and suitable condition fora 
great Convention.

Current Events. 


TURKISH AFFAIRS are still involved in clouds of 
lurid smoke and flame. The island of Crete is con- 
vulsed with insurrection, and threatened with the 
untold ills of Turkish vengeance, while the sym 
pathy of Greece with the Cretan insurgents needs 
all the tact of European diplomacy to prevent a 
general outbreak. Meanwhile Constantinople it- 
self has been threatened with the violence of 
anarchy and riot. A band of Armenian insurgents 
seized the Ottoman Bank, armed with weapons 
and bombs, and for many hours threatened the 
destruction of everything until finally an armistice 
was arranged, and they surrendered on condition 
of safe conduct from the city through the inter- _ 
vention of the representatives of the other Powers. 
There was much bloodshed and for a little time the 
repetition of former scenes of massacre. At pres- 
ent peace prevails, but the Turkish question is 
full of all the possibilities of anarchy and the 
bloody retribution which is sure to come sooner or 
later to the Ottoman ruler and people for the un- 


_ speakable crimes of the past year. 


ANOTHER LITTLE CLOUD has just burst over Z1n- 
zibar. The late Sultan died suddenly, probably by 
assassinaticno, and the usurper, who is suspected of 
having plotted his death, assumed the throne, and 
with an armed force took possession of the palace, 
defying the British Consul who represents the 
British Protectorate over the Island. He refuceed 
to surrender, and after due notice the British fleet 
bombarded the palace, and soon it was a mass of 
ruins, while his solitary warship was sunk in the 
harbor, and he himself a fugitive in the German 
consulate. The German authorities have since de- 
cided to hand him over to the British Government 
” consideration of his being treated as a prisoner 
of war: 


THE SOUTH AFRICAN TROUBLE with the Matabele 
people has probably ended. The redoubtable Cecil 
Rhodes was appointed by the Colonial Government 
with full powers to settle the difficulty, and his 
bold audacity both in war and peace, he having ex- 
posed himself to every danger, and goneamong the 
chiefs unarmed and trusting their honor, seem to 
have been crowned with diplomatic triumph, and 
an amicable arrangement finally arrived at. 


IT sEEMS to be generally conceded that the 
diplomatic difficulty between the United States and 
Great Britain is about settled, and that some form 
of arbitration on all international questions where 
there may be difference of interest and opinion will 
be adopted as the outcome of the long pending 
negotiation. All the distinguished authorities on 
both sides of the Atlantic seem to be united in a 
desire of this method of solving such questions, 
and have not hesitated openly to say so, including 
such distinguished names as Lord Salisbury, Mr. 
Balfour, and Lord Russell, Chief Justice of Great 


Britain. |

DESTRUCTIVE VICHS. 
Prov. xvi. 2223. 


Golden Text—‘‘ There is a way that secem- 
eth right unto a mau, but the end thereof 
are the ways of death.’’ Psa. xvi. 25. 

Our lesson to-day consists of a number of 
detached proverbs, with no particular lo- 
gical sequence, and yet they are burdened 
with wholesome, important and precious les- 
sous, They are full of compressed wisdom, 
great truths tersely put, and so, easy to be 
remembered. It is a difficult lesson to write, 
and J am sure must need great wisdom in its 
teaching in order to make it intelligible to 
the average child. 

I, THE WELLSPRING OF WISDOM, 

We are at once struck with the similarity 
between the teachings of Solomon and Jesus. 
The latter, however, is much more clear and 
fundamental, inasmuch as the revelation at 
that time was much more comprehensive. 
Wisdom had been given to Solomon, but the 
Lord Jesus was wisdom itself, it was in Him 
as its native fountain. | 

Iu the New Testament this same truth is 
more fully told in the following language : 
‘* He that drinketh of this water shall thirst 
again: but he that drinketh of the water that 
I shall give him, shall never thirst; but the 
water that I shall give him shall be in him 
a well of water springing up into everlasting 
life.’’ Hence the lessons of David's son are 
expanded and enlarged by David's Lord. 
Understanding is a wellspring to 42m that 
hath it. The possession and consciousness 
of it are everything. There will be no well- 
spring in us, utiless the windows of heaven 


_ have opened and poured ont wisdom upon 


us. Ifthe rain does not descent, there will 
be no wellspring to arise in us for our own 
satisfaction, or yet for the blessing of others. 

There are upper and uether springs from 
God. The wells of water of which those who 
drink shall thirst again; those are the upper 
springs, which those who drink of shall 
never thirst, but it shall spring up in them 
to everlasting life. All earthly springs do 
not afford temporary refreshment; but those 
springs, which come from the smitten 
rock, refresh and satisfy forever. 

Yo be refreshed by this water, however, 
we must drink it. To possess it, I need only 
take it — provided grace must be approp- 
vialed. 

How suitable is the supply for the need! 
Water for the thirsty, bread for the hungry; 
and both thirst and hunger are satisfied by 
the water and the bread. Jesus says: “If 
any man thirst, let him come unto Me and 
drink,’? ‘‘I am the bread of life —- he that 
eateth Me, even he shall live by Me.”’ ‘‘ To 
have Christ is to Aave the welispring of 
life.’? See also Prov. xiii. 14; xiv. 27. 

II. THE HEART AND THE LIPS. 
The heart of the wise teacheth his mouth. 


THE CHRISTIAN ALLIANCE 


The utterances of the mouth are nearly 
always the index to the heart. It is possible 
sometimes to deceive by, utterance, but 
in the ordinary, uninfluenced, unplanned 
conversation, the state of the heart may be 
gathered from the statement of the lips. 


When Judas said: ‘'Could not this-oint- 
ment have been sold for five hundred pence 
and given to the poor,’’ Judas’ character 
was revealed and his hypocrisy opened out. 
«This he said, not that he cared for the poor, 
but because he was a thief and had the bag, 
and bore what was put theretn.”’ 

The heart governing the lips is that which 
is usual. If the heart is wicked, deceitful, 
etc., how it will be manifested in the un- 
wholesome contaminating, vicious words, 
which proceed from the mouth! On the 
other hand, when the heart is purified and 
under the control of God's Spirit, how the 
speech will be seasoned with salt, minister- 
ing grace tothe hearers! The consecrated 
heart will tell us when to speak, what to 
speak, and how, and will keep us from 
speaking, when otherwise words of haste 
woutd force themselves to our lips. 

Ill. PLEASANT WORDS. V. 24. 

'‘ Pleasant words are as a honeycomb, 
sweet to the soul and health to the bones.”’ 
This is true of those words which are gen- 
tle, kindly, agreeable,—words of com menda- 
tion, congratulation and gratitude, inspired 
by the heart, wholly controlled by the Spirit 
of God, They yield delight, profit, counsel, 
eomfort. See Ps. cxix. 102: Luke xxiv. 32. 

Iv. (SEEMING) RIGHT WAV. 

This verse is a repetition of chapter xiv. 
12, This fact should invest it with great in- 
terest and importance. A repeated truth 
should be earnestly studied, as tt comes to us 
with a sort of double inspiration. 

There are many ways which open out to 
man, which seem to be right to him, inte 
which he enters and walks, until the end is 
reached, and its bitter fruits have to be ex- 
perienced. Rom.vi.21. This is true of the 
way of pleasure, mere religion, formality, 
hypocrisy, self- righteousness, etc. We 
should investigate the way ere we enter, 
and consider its end. Conscience alone is 
not the guide to determine; for we may 
think it right, and yet find out that it is 
wrong and lendsto death. 

¥. LABORING FOR SELF. V. 26. 

“The appetite of the laboring man laboreth 
for him’’ (R. V.) This recognizes the need 
of labor, and that man’s temporal needs can 
only be met by labor, It is now not a de- 
mand of the fall only, but a demand of 
nature which has become what it is by the 
fall. The body needs it, the family needs 
it, and laboring for one’s bread by the sweat 
of the brow is dowing to the curse, and in 
man now as fallen labor is both honorable and 
dignifying. But as the result of such labor 
there will be hungering again, There are 
needs of man which cannot be met by the 
laboring of man, but only by the rich 
sovereign grace of God. Ecl. vi. 7; Rom, 
iv. 4. 

VI. DIGGING UP EVIL. Vv. 27. 

There is then evil in the ungodly man, 
buried in the secret depths of his nature, and 
he even works hard to bring it up. Invent- 
ing, scheming evil, and as a result his lips 
are as a burning fire. Man acts out the evil 
in him, and all manifest acts are evidences 
of what he is in his inmost self. Evil 
neither originates nor ends with himself, 
but he sets others on fire; it is impossible to 
come in contact with such without being 
scorched (R. V.) by the fire of his words of 
burning wickedness. One of the saddest 
considerations possible spring from the un- 
dying influence of a bad man. Jas. iii. 6-8. 

VII. SOWING STRIFE. V. 28. 

We have in this expression activity in 
evil, propagation of it (R. V.), diligence in 
propagating evil both in secret and open 
ways. ‘The whisperer separateth true 
friends.’’ The influence does not stop with 
the one who diligently sows strife, but it 
separates the truest friends. This work may 


be done secretly, publishing what ought to 
be concealed, and often concealing what 
ought to be published in order to a full view 
of the case. A whisperer’s work is the work 
of perverseness and perversion. What har- 
vest can be expected from such a sowing ! 
vill, ‘‘fnE GRAND OLD MAN.”’ 31. 

‘*The hoary head is a crown of glory if it 
shall be found in the way of mghteousness.”’ 
Nothing can be a more beautiful sight than 
that of anold man ‘‘ripe” and ‘‘ready’’ for 
the glory, and nothing more sad than an old 
man with all the past fife of sin to look back 
upon, and nothing to look forward to but 
the judgment which it has merited. 

The qualifying ‘if’ is of much importance 
‘“7f it is found in the way of righteous- 
ness.’' Such an old man is a monument of 
the faithfulness of God, the power of a 
Divine life to keep, and the perseverance of 
the saints as their preservation of eternal 
glory. The grand old man is the GopLy 
OLD MAN, eae 

Wecannot prevent having the hoary head; 
the flying days, the hastening years, turn 
the raven locks into hoar frost; but it does 
lie within our power to say, whether that 
hoary head shail be a crown of glory, or 
whether it shall be atoken of humiliation 
and shame, We dre not to put off the edu- 
cation of the soul until old age. Old age is 
to proof that youth was devoted to the pur- 
suit of wisdom and the love of understand- 
ing. A nation well stocked with hoary 
heads, that are found on the way of right- 
eousness, is a nation rich with true riches, 
(Dr. Parker in People’s Bible, page 205.) 
1X. MICHTIER THAN THER MIGHTY. v. 32. 

One who conquers himself is mightier 
than a conquerer of others. Toconquer self 
in the deep, subtle form of its working be- 
fore often manifestation shows itself. It 
means to conquer the spirit — ambitions — 
desires — longings — temper -— thought, 


etc., etc, One naturally cries out; ‘‘ Who is | 


sufficient for these things?’’ We supply the 
answer; none of us, but God supplies an 
answer for us, through One who did it. 
“ Our sufficiency is of God.’’ 
X. A SPECIAL PROVIDENCE. V. 33. 

‘‘The lot is cast into the lap, but the whole 
disposing thereof is of the Lord.” Suppose 
a question of a share in a piece of land was 
to be settled by lot, it seems to have been 


managed in this way. The lots were tab- 


lets, with the different shares into which the 
land was divided marked upon them. These 
were shaken in a vessel and thrown out into 
the lap of the men between whom the lot 
decided. Hach one took the share marked 
on his tablet. Though this seemed to be 
wholly of chance, yet it was really of God. 

How much that is human and appears to 
be ody human is of God? How completely 
is He above every method of man or hatred 
of man, or appointment of man! Man may 
talk about what he is going to do, and of a 
blind chance; but the child of God delights 
in the thought of a special providence which 
is overruling everything according to a 
Divine will and plan for the Divine glory 
and the good of His children. 
marks the sparrows’ fall and hears the 
young ravens as they cry unto Him for food, 
will not forget a CHILD.

With a sense of provi- 
dence life becomes solemn, religious, ap- 
palling.

China.—AN AWAKENING IN CHINA.— 
Archdeacon Wolfe sends a cheering report 
of an awakening in the prefecture of Foo: 
chow and the neighborhood He Says: 

* The excitement caused by the massacre 
at Hwa-Sang all over the province at first 
seemed to manifest itself in bitter hostility 
against Christianity and hatred of foreign 
missionaries. Then came especially among 
the masses, suddenly a reversal of this hos- 
tile feeling, and all our places of worship 
in the city of Foo-Chow and surrounding 
neighborhood began to be filled with eager 
and apparently earriest listeners and inquir- 
ers who begged to have their names taken 
down in our church registers as catechum- 
ens. Then the movement began to spread 
all over the prefecture, and our churches at 
Lieng Kong, Lo Nguong, and Ning Taik, 
and in many of the large villages in these 
counties where we had places of worship, 
began to be crowded Sunday after Sunday 
with worshipers who gave in their namesas 
inquirers, In the cities of Hok-Chiang, 
Sieng-Tu, and Hing- Hwa, and in many of 
the large towns and villages where the 
movement has been going on for some time, 
the awakening became more And more in- 
tensified, and hundreds, indeed thousands, 
have professed themselves inquirers and 
members of our Protestant churches. In 
one village alone in Hok-Chiang 400 fami- 
lies have professed themselves Christians ; 
indeed, almost in every one of the numerous 
towns and villages in this Hok-Chiang 
county, numbers of professing Christians 
are to be found in connection with one or 
the other of the missions established. 

‘Our places of worship have now every- 
where all over this country become too smal?! 
for the number of regular attendants, and 
we are much perplexed how to provide ac- 
commodation for those who attend our ser- 
vices. The difficulty of teaching all these 
people, too, is great, and troubling us very 
much. Calls for new teachers and for the 
opening of new centres and places of wor- 
ship are continually being made to me 
from all parts of the extensive county of 
Hok-Chiang, but we have neither the men 
nor the means at our disposal to meet the 
requirements of this movement-or to attend 
to the urgent and oft-repeated reqnests for 
teachers from important places. Just now I 
have a pressing request from two hundred 
families in the important Island of Haitan 
te send them a teacher and open a church, 
This is a truly remarkable condition of 
things in this province, and a loud call to 
the Church Missionary Society to take 
measures to enable its missionaries on the 
spot to take advantage of all these open- 


ings.’’ 


India.—_Tue Rev. E, P. Ricg, in “A 
Primer of Modern Missions,'’ summarizes 
as follows the fruits of missionary labor in 
India: 1. A Protestant native Church has 
been gathered, numbering half a million, 
and increasing at a rapid rate, 2, Uplifting 
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has been brought to the women of India. 
3. The fifty millions of low castes of India 
are rapidly being emancipated from serf- 
dom; they are receiving education, and 
their social disabilities are being removed. 
4. Missionartes have taken the lead tn every 
branch of the education of the people of 
India. 5. The language of aboriginal tribes 
has been reduced to writing. 6. The Bible 
has been translated wholly into ufteen India 
languages, and partly into forty-six more 
(including Ceylonese and Burmese). 7. The 
message of Christianity has been widely 
advertised by extensive preaching in town 
and village. In this way much Christian 
truth has been half unconsciously accepted 
by the people. 8. Missions have had a large 
share in weakening the bonds of caste, and 
in preparing the way for religious and civil 
liberty, for equal justice, and for brotherly 
love. g. Mohammedanism has been pro- 
foundly affected. Its traditional arguments 
against Christianity, which were thought 
to be unanswerable, have been widely 
refuted. 


The Mostem Chronicle speaking of the 
waning influence of Mohammedanism in 
India, says: ‘‘What are the causes that 
have led to our decline? Waut of education 
has been assigned as the main cause, but 
want of school-teaching is more the conse- 
quence of social decadence than the cause. 
Our social degeneracy must be mainly as- 
cribed to our inability to accumulate wealth 
and inability to preserve property. Both 
Hindus and Mohammedans are living under 
the same government, but while the Hindn 
community is accumulating wealth and gain- 
ing in social importance, we have lost the 
wealth and the property that we had when 
the English people assumed the sovereignty 
of India, The time is rapidly coming when, 
in spite of individuals becoming judges or 
magistrates and barristers or advocates, the 
great majority of Moslem population will 
become hewers of wood and drawers of 


water. 


The Jews.—TuE ZIONiITE MovEMENT,— 
Among the new and noteworthy religious 
movements of the day the agitation in favor 
of a return of the Jews to the land of their 
fathers, on account of its extraordinary pro- 
portions and its international character, can 
claim rather exceptional prominence. There 
has always been, both among Jews and Chris- 
tians, a sentimental or religious interest in 
the re-establishment of the children of Israel 
asa nation or au ecclesiastical communion 
in their historic home; but only in our day 
and date has the movement assumed a tangi- 
ble form, and has a beginning been made 
towards the realization of this idea. The 
Zionites, by which name the propagandists 
of this crusade ate known, have become a 
power, and the existence of fully three dozen 
Jewish colonies in Palestine, with more than 
four thousand colonists, as alsa the active 
support of such Jewish influences as the 
banking house of the Rothschilds and of the 
international ‘Alliance Israelite,’ are evi- 
dence enough that we are dealing here with 
a phenomenon deeply rooted in the religious 
thought of the times. 

The first beginnings of the Zionite move- 
ment date back ito the persecution of the 


Jews in Russia and Roumania some twelve 
yearsago, This aroused among the Eastern 
Israelites a phenomenal enthusiasm for a re- 
turn to the Holy Land. Societies were or- 
ganized, moneys were secured, and at once 
colonies were sent out. One of the results 
of this zeal without wisdom was the fate of 
a band of students from the University of 
Cherson, who went to Palestine determined 
to live as plain farmers, but who paid the 
penalty of their rashness by untold suffer- 
ings. As early as 1884 the Russian Zionites 
held a national congress at Kattowitz, where 
was founded the ‘“ Montefiore Association,’ 
later reorganized, with the sanction of the 
government, as a ‘‘ Palestine Agricultural 
Association,’> Thecentral seat is’at Odessa, 
and a representative committee sits at Jaffa, 
where also the organ of the society is pub- 
lished. . , 

The plans of the associates have been 
carefuily matured. Among their ideas is 
also the establishment of the Hebrew as the 
language of the Israelites. The Jaffa school 
for boys and girls is almost a Hebrew col- 
lege; money for a Hebrew university in 
Palestine is reported to be forthcoming. 
The beginnings of a national Hebrew li- 
brary at Jaffa have been made largely 
through donations from prominent Jewish 
scholars. A regular Hebrew literature is 
being developed. Not only are the stand- 
ard works of Humboldt, Schiller, Goethe, 
Shakespeare and others being translated, 
but also original Hebrew works, especially 
in poetry, belles-lettres, fiction are attract- 
ing the attention of the literary world. 
Among Jewish lyrical writers Jehuda Gor- 
dan and Mapu deserve special mention. 
Jewish political papers,such as ‘“‘Hammagid’’ 


(the “ Reporter’’), begun in 1856, “‘ Ham- 


meliz’’ (the ‘‘ Interpreter’’), begun in 1861, 
both weeklies, as also the scientific journal 
“Fashachar’’ (the ‘Morning Dawn’’) 
first issued in 1868, have already an inter- 
national reputation. By utilizing these 
means and mediums the Zionites are doing 
thorough work to educate their people and 
enthuse them for their projects. 

A singular co-operative agent they, have 
found in the Jewish Christian movement, 
headed by Rabinowitz, a learned lawyer at 
Kishenev, Southern Russia, who is known 
to Americans on account of the prominent 
part he took in the Chicago Religious Con- 
gress, He aims at the establishment of a 


* Jewish Christian Church, recognizing Jesus 


of Nazareth as the Messiah of the world, 


and the fulfillment of Old Testament proph- 


ecy and prediction, but with a retention of 
national characteristics of the Jews con- 
sidered consistent with the acceptance of 
Jesus, such as circumcision, the observance 
of the seventh day, and the like, and aim- 
ing further at the establishment of this 
conmimunion in Palestine, with the Hebrew 
as the language of the people. A similar 
project developed only last year at Smyrna, 
but independently of the Rabinowitz move- 
tent, has already resulted in the establish- 
ment of a Jewish Christian colony and con- 
gregation in the Holy Land.—/farper’s 
Weekly. 


General.—-The Pentecostal League cele- 
brated its fifth anniversary on Wednesday, 


May 6th, in Exeter Hall. The League was 
established in 1891, for the avowed purpose 
of uniting in Christian fellowship and prayer 
Christians of all denominations who believe 
in the Lord Jesus Christ asa Savionr who 
‘« saves to the uttermost,’’ Its members now 
number many thousands in England, Amer- 
ica, and in all parts of the world, Wednes- 
day’s gatherings were of a three fold nature. 
{n the morning a united League conference 
took place, which was mainly devoted to 
short, bright reports, from ministers of vari- 
ous denominations, and secretaries, and del- 
egates of centres. A crowded gathering was 
held in the afternoon, the addresses given 
having special reference to the Divine meth- 
od of missions, or, in other words, God's way 
to win the heathen at home and abroad. 
Mr, Reader Harris, Q. C., the founder of the 
League, and the Rev. Harvey R. Calkins, of 
Chicago, were the principal speakers, and 
sought to demonstrate that the only require- 
ment for the evangelization of the whole 
heathen world within the next few years 
was the securing by the church of a fuller 
and richer measure of the Holy Spirit in an- 
swer to prayer. Mr. Harris said that the 
heathen are gaining on Christianity by leaps 
and bounds. During the past century, he 
remarked, two million heathen were said to 
have heen converted, but within that same 
period of time the population of the world 
had increased by two hundred millions, and 
therefore to-day there were ninety-eight 
millions more of unconverted heathen than 
there were in the year 1800. The church, 
he affirmed, had failed to claim what was 
the birthright of every believer, the power 
of a personal Holy Ghost. The evening 
meeting was even more largely attended 
than that in the afternoon, and the proceed- 
ings were of an encouraging and enthusias- 
tic character. Dr. Lawson Forster (Congre- 
gationalist), referring to what he considered 
eccentricities in connection with the work- 
ing methods adopted by the League, re- 
marked that it was far more important to 
have earmestness with eccentricity than half- 
heartedness with decorum.—-British Weekly. 
It is seldom that the reading of a tract re- 
snits in half a thousand years of missionary 
service, but such was the history of a 
tract read seventy-seven years ago by a 
young physician in New York, while wait- 
ing to see a patient. Its title was, ‘‘ The 
Conversion of the World, or, the Claims of 
Six Hundred Millions, and the Duty of the 
Churches Respecting Them.” The subject 
impressed the young man’s mind, and he 
and his wife so pondered and prayed over it, 
that against appeal, argument and opposi- 
tion, they set out for Ceylon, and later for 
India as foreign missionaries. They gave 
more than thirty years of service then, and 
their nine children and several grandchil- 
dren having followed in their steps thus far, 
thirty of that family—the Senudders—have 
given 529 years to the work of foreign mis- 
sions.—Ch#ristzan Herald, .

Dear Friends of the Christian Alliance: 

A few lines from us will surely fill your 
hearts with joy, as we know you follow us 
night and day with your prayers. 

With Mr. Howden we Jeft Canton on the 
16th of April for Lo-Ting, a place in the 
western part of the province of Quong-Ting, 
on the border of Quong Si. | 

A year ago we visited this place, and were 
very much impressed to try to get an open- 
ing hereto preach the unsearchable riches 
of Christ. And after having spent a week 
amongst the people, we teft it in the hands 
of God, and to our Superintendent’s decis- 
ion. 

We spent some time of Jast year in differ- 
eat places in Quong-Si, but had to return to 
Macao as we were both very ill. 

Concerning this sickness let me say, God 
bless you for your earnest and faithful 
ptayers for us all; Ves, indeed, we live if ye 
stand fast in the Lord.”’ 

Though sundered far we daily meet, 

Beneath the blood-stained mercy seat. 


Well, we spent much time in prayer for 
Lo-Ting, and felt it was like a Macedonian 
call to go there. And when our Superinten- 
dent gave us the answer: ‘‘ May God lead 
you,’ we began to prepare for our trip up 
to this place. Oh, to be filled with the 
knowledge of His will, we shall then never 
make any Dlistakes. 

We then left Canton on the 16th of April 
for Lo-Ting. As we felt the Lord’s lead- 
ing and presence all the way, and by faith 
were sure that He had a work for us here, 
we felt that we should take time and work 
in the many places which we passed through, 
as it would possibly be long before we would 
come back this way. 

We spent three weeks in our boat on our 
way up the river, and as the weather was 
fine, we had hundreds of souls every day to 
preach to, muck Gospel literature was sold, 
and we felt very much encouraged in the 
Liessed work. On the eighth of May we ar- 
rived at this place. We had to remain in 
our boat, as we had not as yet procured any 
house to move into. 

The first thing we now had to do was to 
look for a house. We went through the 
city for a few times and some of the people 
remembered us from our previous visit to 
them, When they heard we watted to rent 
a house and hive amongst them and preach 
the gospel, they were very friendly to us, 
but perhaps a little afraid to lease to us a 
house, This often is a trying point for the 
missionary. 

After trying for a week and not being 
able to get a house, we wondered if we 
should have to leave the place and return, 
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but in faith and prayer we stood before the 
Lord. On the seventh day the walls fell, 
and we moved into our new home, Praise 
the Lord ! 

With great joy in our hearts did we be- 
gin to fix up our house. It took several 
days-before we could open it for preaching 
the gospel. We had to tear down and build 
up, evlarping a room for the chapel, and so 
on. Of course we had to go slowly to begin 
with, and not frighten the people. We re- 
alize now as never before that we have no 
might against this great multitude; but the 
Lord said: ‘‘ Fear not! for they that be 
with us are more than they that be with them. 
A missionary needs to be strong in faith, of 
a persistent will, who can jump over where 
he cannot gounder ; go around when he can 
not go through ; who can preach the gospel, 
‘which is the power of God unto salve- 
tion,’”? and hold on to both horns of the devil, 
being ‘‘ wise as serpents and harmless as 
doves.” 

We have been here about six weeks, 
and our little chapel is full of people during 
every service. Many, of course, come to 
see ws. We have often people from Quong- 
Si, as it is only a day’s walk over the bDor- 
der. We feel we are working in both “‘Qwang- 
tung ’’ and ‘‘ QOwang-si’’? at the same time. 
We are glad for a good start, and He 
who is “Alpha and Omega, begining and 
end,’ hath promised to be with us every 
day. We wish to be the greatest possible 
blessing to this people, and believe that God 
shall save many of their souls. 

Lo-Ting is a large place with many thous- 
ands of people ; the language is Cantonese, 
so we understand them well. Our home is 
inside of the city walls, and ‘‘ As the moun- 
tains are round about Jerusalem, so the 
Lord is around His people.”’ 

I feel something like Paul, when he said: 
‘Tam 9 debtor both to the Greeks and to 
the barbarians; both te the wise and the un- 
wise: So, as much ag in mie is, I am ready 
to preach the Gospel ’—even unto some of 
China’s millions. This debt is unlike any 
other debts, because one is happy in it. 
Yes, more than that; one feels it is a privi- 
lege, a special grace of God to be in such 
a debt, that one +57 go with the gospel’s 
happy sound, to be eased of such a burden. 

But it is not to think of this debt, that the 
more one preaches the less will be the debt. 
No, it is the opposite ; the more one is free 
and willing to lay himself as a willing offer- 
ing on the altar of God, the more will he 
see the great debt in which he stands to 
both his own countrymen and the hea- 
then, and it increases at each mew manuifes- 
tation of God’s grace. 

The apostle cays: ‘Owe tio man anty- 
thing, but to love one another;’’ and oh, 
that we may be so filled with that kind of 
love “which seeketh not its own,’’ which 
does not look for Jove in return. 

Dr. Hudson Taylor said once: ‘If a mis- 
sionary can not pick up a little dirty Chi- 
nese child from the street and kiss it, he can- 
not be a missionary in China,”’ 

Brother Howden and I, like David and 
Jonathan, enjoy much love and strength to- 
gether, and we both like Samuel of old, 
live in the house of God, where His Word 
is daily made known unto the people. 
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And now, dear friends, will you not pray 
for us and for the Lord's work in J,o-Ting. 
We need your prayers, May tle dear Lord 
bless you ! 

Oh! that the church of God, (when Chioa 
has already opened her gates for the Gospel) 
might be ready with an army of young men 
and women to break the bread of life to the 
neglected multitude! May we look at the 
signs of the times aud be up and doing, 
serving our blessed Lord and coming Bride- 
groom,
